Regulating Sale of Oleo is 


Missing. 


It has been discovered in the Secre­ 
tary of Sta te’s office that the enrolled 
act on criminal code 1ms no section 
541, and, inasmuch as that section, as 
the bill was printed and introduced 
regulated the sale of oleomargerine, 
the fear was expressed 
tliat some­ 
where along the line, possibly in en 
rolling the bill, the section was drop­ 
ped out. 
A complete examination is 
being made of the remainder of the 
bill, but the belief was 
expressed 
that there is nothing on the matter 
in the criminal code which has taken 
the place of other criminal laws. 
Section 541 as the bill was introduc­ 
ed is the same as section 2158 of Bnrn’s 
Revised Statates, 19 01, which reads as 
follows: “ Whoever sells or has in his 
possession, with the intent to sell, or 
ex]>ose for sale, or whoever keeps on 
any table at any hotel or at any pub­ 
ic or private boarding house any but­ 
ter other than that made from pure 
milk, without first labeling the same 
in large letters ‘Oleomargerine,’ shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction 
thereof shall be 
fined not more that $50 nor less than 
$ 1 0. ”

are millions of bikes in existence, and 
with no other description than it has 
a frame and two wheels, means that 
von would have to arrest the owner 
of every bike in the world if y on 
captured the person who had the thing 
von described.” 
Owners of bicy cles should have some 
private mark put on heir 
bicy cle, 
put there in a way and a place that it 
would be impossible to erase or cover 
up. 
If this was done there would be 
a greater probability of locating the 
stolen machines. 
The policeman went 
on to say , however, that the only way 
for a person to do with a bicy cle was 
to care for it like he would any otoer 
valuable property . 
A man would not 
lay his gold watch dowu on the side­ 
walk and go off and leave it for an 
hour or so. 
And y et that is exactly 
what people do with a bicy cle, which 
costs them two or three times as much 
as a gold watch. 
Bicy cles are be­

It is said to have escaped 
any damage by the winter and there 
are no signs of the hated and de­ 
structive Hessian fly , so that the tew

had not entirely lost 
their faith in the wheat crop, are look­ 
ing forward to a big y ield, and at a 
high price. 
This is a combination 
that never fa ils to bring smiles to 
the farmer’s face. 
The small acreage of wheat, less 
than was ever sown in Rush county , 
is due to the failure of the crop for 
the past several y ears. 
The Hessian 
fly made inroads upon the crop and 
the winter and spring droughts killed 
it until the farmers almost unanimous­ 
ly quit try ing to raise the grain, de­ 
voting their ground to other crops. 
Already the condition of the occa­ 
sional field of wheat has had its effect 
and great numbers of fanners are a r­ 
ranging to put out a large a« 'reage. 
The short acreage, in the opinion of 
many farmers, will reduce the danger 
from Hessian fly to a minumnm for 
several y ears. 


ANOTHER FAILURE 


Ladoga. Ind.. April 4.—The Bank of 
Ladoga has closed its doors and the 
town is consequently In the throes of 
the biggest sensation that has occur­ 
red here for many y ears.

A Disa ster at 
Zeigler, Illi­ 


nois, Claims Two Score 


Victims. 


Maio Shaft is Demolished and 


it Hindered the Work of 


Rescue. 


Benton. 111., April 4.—Fifty miners 
were entombed 
in J oseph 
Leiter’s 
mine at Zeigler by a terriffic explo­ 
sion of gas. and it is probable that 
thirty or more of the buried men are 
dead. Thus far fifteen bodies have been 
found. 
The explosion, it is supposed, 
was due to the accumulation of gas 
in the lower workings. 
After thirty -five or forty -five miners 
had descended into the mine to resume 
work a loud explosion blew the ground 
about the mouth of the mine high into 
the air. 
One of the steel cages was 
blown to the surface from the bottom 
of a 500-foot shaft. 
The shock of the, 
explosion was felt at Benton, twelve 
miles northeast of Zeigler. 
A teamster driving along a road a 
mile from the mine was covered with 
falling cinders and debria covered the 
floor at his wagon half an Inch deep. 
One miner was killed and four were 
severely injured at the mouth of the 
shaft in which the explosion occurred. 
The main shaft was demolished go 
that rescue work has to be carried on 
through the air shaft. 
This has hin­ 
dered the work of aiding the entombed 
men. 
A committee of union miners 
from Duquoin and other neighboring 
mining towns hastened to Ziegler soon 
after the explosion occurred and of­ 
fered their aid. 
The bodies of the dead men are so 
blackened that they cannot at once be 
identified. 
Roily Campbell is the in­ 
jured miner brought out*of the shaft, 
and It is said that 
he cannot live. 
Campbell is conscious, but he is un­ 
able to give any explanation of the 
accident. 
C. F. Childers, a striking Ziegler 
miner, last October predicted In a 
printed article mat an explosion was 
likely to occur on account of what he 
termed improper ventilation of the 
shafts. 
There was much excitement 
among miners when the acrldent be­ 
came known because there had been a 
strike of long duration, and many con­ 
flicts have occurred between strikers 
and ndn-unlon miners.

case now there are four flag* that b e­ 
long to com panies of the T hirtieth 
regim ent, two that b elong to the Forty- 
eighth regim ent and three that b elong 
to the Sixtieth regim ent.

Sixtieth was captured at Munfords- 
v ille, when the regim ent surrendered 
after a gallant stand to General Bragg. 
Mr. Lucas did not know exactly w here 
the flag of the Forty-eighth was cap­ 
tured.

Paris, j\pril 4.—The Morocco inci­ 
dent is daily m aking a deeper im pres­ 
sion and while calm ness continues to 
prev ail, there is a grow ing sense of 
the rudeness of the shock which Em ­ 
peror W illiam ’s v isit to T angier and 
his declarations giv e to French policy.

S tates arm y, and Benjam in M. H arrod 
Secretary Taft, directly in charge of 
canal m atters, has m ade pub lic the 
personnel of the new commission and 
the div ision of duties am ong them . 
Only one m em b er of the old com m is­ 
sion was reappointed, Benjam in M. 
Harrod. 
O therw ise the com m ission is 
new from top to b ottom, for there is a 
top and b ottom and considerab le dif­ 
ference b etw een the functions and pay 
of the com m issioners. 
Finding he was 
ob liged to appoint sev en coromission- 
era. the president did so, b ut he car­ 
ried out his plan b y m aking three of 
them 
practically 
the 
commission. 
The other four, though b earing the 
title of com m issioner, not only receiv e 
a much low er com pensation, b ut are 
assigned much sm aller fields of activ ­ 
ity. 
The president also has carried 
out schem e of div iding up the work of 
canal b uilding am ong the com m ission­ 
ers. so that, nom inally acting as a b ody 
on stated occasion*, each indiv idual 
m em b er would operate in a special 
field.
